The  formulation  of 
programs  for  these  commodities  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  FO  Branch. 

The  F7  Branch  is  responsible  for 
dehydrated  soups.    Dry  powder  soups 
con^osed  entirely  of  grain  products, 
such  as  dry  beans,  peas,  oats,  barley, 
wheat,  or  rice,  or  soybean  products 
to  which  seasoning  including  onions 
have  been  added,  are  handled  by  the 
GR  Branch.    Other  dry  powder  soups 
may  be  handled  by  the    GR  Branch  tthen 
arranged  with  the  FV  Branch*  TUhere 
commodities  assigned  to  other  branches 
are  used  in  the  manufacture  of  de- 
hydrated soups,  the  FV  Branch  shall 
consult  with  the  appropriate  branches. 

The  PO  Branch  has  program  responsibility 
for  these  commodities,  including  oil. 
The  grading,  standardization,  inspection
